HARRY ELLERBE 


The Cape Playhouse management feels 
that it has been most fortunate this sea- 
son in assembling a resident company 
which several reviewers have described 
as the beSt in our history. Heading this 
group of experienced and capable artists 
is Harry Ellerbe, happily remembered 
for his previous visits to Dennis, and one 
of the most sought after actors in the 
theatre today. 


With the intention of adapting archi- 
tecture as a career Harry Ellerbe studied 
at Georgia Tech, near his Atlanta home, 
before answering the call of the foot- 
lights in 1931, when he made his Broad- 
way debut in the title roll of George Kel- 
ly’s memorable hit “Philip Goes Forth”’. 
Overnight Mr. Ellerbe was established as 
an actor of definite ability and great 
promise. This has been proven with in- 
creasing emphasis from year to year as 
he has scored personal triumphs with 
such successes as “Ghosts”, “Hedda Gab- 
ler” (both with the brilliant Nazimova), 
in the Moss Hart-George S. Kaufman hit 
“Merrily We Roll Along”, and the recent 
hit “Junior Miss’, which Mr. Ellerbe will 
rejoin after The Playhouse season. Nat- 
urally Hollywood sent out its call—and a 
year spent on the West Coast established 
Harry Ellerbe as a most versatile screen 
actor judged by his performances with 
Margaret Sullavan in “So Red The Rose”, 
and with Edna May Oliver in ‘Murder 
On A Honeymoon”.

FRED STONE 


A circus performer at the age of nine, 
Fred Stone can look back upon one of 
the most interesting and colorful careers 
in the theatre. Certainly every Ameri- 
can—regardless of age—has a warm spot 
in his heart for this great artist who 
has devoted many years to the difficult 
and yet pleasurable job of. bringing hap- 
piness to the young who have cheered 
him, laughed with him, and crowded 
stage doors to thank him for the joy he 
has given them. There is only one Fred 
Stone—for off the stage or away from 
the screen—and on the stage and in pic- 
tures—he is the same lovable and com- 
pletely natural character—passionately 
devoted to his fellowmen—a fond and 
loyal Father—and one of the most popu- 
lar and admired members of his profes- 
sion. 


Following his early circus days Fred 
Stone turned to the theatre and played 
in several mid-western and western stock 
companies with his brother, Eddie Stone. 
During one of these engagements he met

TO RELAX WITH 


PAULA STONE 


While still in High School Paula Stone 
started her career in the theatre, appear- 
ing with her Father in the musical hit 
“Ripples”. In order to continue with her 
studies while on the road, a tutor joined 
the company and between her singing 
and dancing numbers “home work” was 
the rule! In 1935 Miss Stone entered 
motion pictures, starting work on a mu- 
sical picture the same day and on the 
same “lot” as her Father started his first 
screen play ‘‘Alice Adams’. To mention 
a few of Paula Stone’s picture Successes 
there was the thrilling “Atlantic Flight’, 
with Dick Merrill; “At The Midnight 
Hour”, with Ralph Forbes; ‘The Girl 
Said No!”, with Irene Hervey; and 
“Tdiot’s Delight” with Norma Shearer 
and Clark Gable. Determined to keep 
close to music and dancing Paula Stone 
went to Florida in 1939 and was an in- 
stant success as featured dancer and 
singer with Duke Daly’s distinguished 
orchestra at The Town Casino in Miami. 
This association took an interesting and 
happy turn a few months later when Miss

Dave Montgomery, and then started a 
partnership which was. to last for many 
years, until Mr. Montgomery’s untimely 
and regretable death in 1917. The part- 
nership of Montgomery and Stone has 
never been approached in theatre history. 
Each year their thousands of admirers 
waited anxiously for the “Montgomery- 
Stone show’, the Broadway premiere of 
which was the peak of a theatrical sea- 
son. Who can forget their success in 
such memorable hits as “The Red Mill”, 
“The Old Town”, “Lady of The Slipper” 
(with lovely Elsie Janis) and “Chin 
Chin’’, to mention only a few of the many. 
Following Dave Montgomery’s death 
Fred Stone went courageously ahead, up- 
holding the traditions they had set to- 
gether, and carrying out his determina- 
tion that every Fred Stone production 
would be of the highest possible stand- 
ard—and free of vulgarity and objection- 
able qualities which would make it un- 
fit for children and the countless number 
of fans who knew that his musical plays 
would never offend. As Mr. Stone went 
on he spent much of his spare time 
teaching his children the rudiments and 
fundamentals of his art—and soon other 
members. of the Stone family were ap- 
pearing with him. How well loved has 
always been Mrs. Stone (on the program 
as Allene Crater), and a star in her own 
right for several years), and Dorothy, 
Paula, and Carol Stone have all reached 
the pinnacle of stardom in the theatre 
and motion pictures. Remembering some 
of those musical hits we might select 
“Jack O’Lantern” (three years), “Criss- 
Cross” (three years). “Stepping Stones” 


he 
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(in which Dorothy Stone scored an im- 
mediate sensational success), ‘‘Three 
Cheers”, again with Dorothy Stone, and 
“Ripples”, During the long run of “Three 
Cheers” Mr. Stone was ina serious plane 
accident and narrowly escaped with his 
life. During his long convalescence his 
closest friend and devoted admirer the 
late Will Rogers, replaced him. 

Space prevents us from mentioning 
but a few of the motion pictures in which 
Fred Stone appeared with comparable 
success to that which he had made in the 
theatre—but many will recall such screen 
hits as “Alice Adams” (with Katherine 
Hepburn), “Trail of the Lonesome Pine” 
(with Sylvia Sidney, Fred MacMurray, 
and Henry Fonda), “His American 
Wife’ (with Ann Southern and Francis 
Lederer), “Farmer In The Dell” (with 
Jean Parker), “Life Begins At College” 
(with the Ritz Brothers), and “The West- 
erner” (with Gary Cooper). 

“You Can’t Take It With You” brings 
Fred Stone to The Cape Playhouse for 
the second time, his Cape Cod debut 
having taken place during the 1938 Sea- 
son in his delightful and brilliant charac- 
terization of “Lightin’ ”’, in the successful 
comedy of the same name.

Of the many things for which this 
country of ours is remarkable, none stands 
out with greater clearness than the op- 
portunities, the possibilities which it 
offers the individual to achieve success— 
unhampered by traditions of race or cast, 
or by environment.

Let us step back thirty-two years to the 
evening in the year 1908 which all un- 
knowingly marked the birth of the 
Colonial Candle Company. 


In the kitchen of a typical Cape Cod 
home at Hyannis, Mass., a woman is 
working—a _ slight, dark-eyed woman 
scarcely past her bridal days. 


Her home duties are finished, but she 
moves briskly from the kitchen stove 
where a great iron kettle gives forth a 
delicate, agreeable odor, to a table on 
which is a deep dish dipped full from 
the contents of the ancient kettle, 


Seating herself, she drops into the deep 
dish what to the caSual observer would 
seem to be a bit of white string. A mo- 
ment—and she draws it out. It is covered 
with the contents of the dish—of a light 
jade color and sweet smelling. 

Again and again the “string” is dipped. 
Bit by bit it gathers to its sides the mix- 
ture in the dish. Fatter and fatter it 
grows until suddenly one realizes that it 
is a candle in the process of making—a 
bayberry candle. 

The candlemaker was Mrs. Mabel Kim- 
ball Baker, the wife of Walter D. Baker, 
Owner at that time of the Walter D. Bak- 
er Department Store. 


Mrs. Baker was making bayberry can- 
dles, not to while away a loneSome eve- 
ning, or for the pleasure of reviving an 
ancient Cape Cod custom, but because 
Christmas was plainly visible in the 
offiing and due to lower sail and drop 
anchor shortly in Hyannis. So, casting 
about for a means to procure the number 
and character of Holiday remembrances 
which such a woman as Mrs. Baker would 


insist upon giving, she bethought herself 
of the bayberry candle. 


But with the coming of kerosene, of 
gas, and finally electric light, candle mak- 
ing had become one of the lost arts, and 
for years the bayberry had grown un- 
molested. So long in fact was it since 
bayberry candles had burned brightly 
and given forth their pleasing fragrance 
in South Shore homes, that Mrs. Baker 
concluded that right in Hyannis, sur- 
rounded by unnumbered acres of its own 
bayberries would she find enthusiastic 
Holiday recipients of her bayberry 
candles. 


And so—while the head of the Baker 
household passed out newspapers, maga- 
zines, and general merchandise to the 
town folks, Mabel Kimball Baker sat in 
her Cape Cod kitchen and dipped wicks 
into her deep dish filled with the fragrant 
melted wax of bayberries. 


Daytimes she gathered the gray-green 
berries, cooked them in the ancient ket- 
tle, skimmed off the bayberry wax, re- 
fined and strained it, and during the long 
evenings dipped her wicks and made her 
candles. The demand grew beyond the 
town of Hyannis. A small first order for 
twelve boxes, placed in 1910 by Samuel 
Ward, a leading Boston stationer from 
whom Mr. Baker made Stationery pur- 
chases, was repeated in double, treble 
and quadruple quantities. Soon other re- 
tailers in similiar lines of business began 
to order and reorder Mrs. Baker’s bay- 
berry candles. Bayberry pickers were 
hired. Extra “help” crowded her little 
kitchen, and throughout the little village 
of Hyannis many hands were busy dip- 
ping bayberry candles to supply the grow- 
ing demand. 


But all this expansion was not due to 
demand for bayberry candles alone. The 
rapid increase in the business was due 
principally to an idea of Mr. Baker’s to 
produce a solid color hand-dipped candle. 
There were colored candles on the mar- 
ket, but they were simply white candles 
dipped in color. This coating soon chipped 
off, exposing the white beneath, giving 
them an appearance objectionable to 
particular women. 


Pages would not tell of the weeks of 
experimentation by chemists with wax- 
soluble pigments, of the selection of col- 
orings—and of the failures and disappoint-

ments—before the beautifully colored 
Colonial Candles which now adorn so 
many homes were perfected. 


The Colonial Candle Company was 
therefore the first concern to produce 
solid color candles, which are now made 
in thirty-seven colors. 


Another successful origination was the 
production of colored candles with candle- 
sticks to match. The idea met with in- 
stant favor, and while it has been used 
since by other concerns, it was the ex- 
clusive creation of the Colonial Candle 
Company and contributed to the rapid 
growth of its business.

Barrymore, the flyer, portrayed by Stack, 
tries to solve the human equation of war. 
In his understanding comes the emotional 
and dramatic highlights of the picture. 

Among notable screen “firsts” scored
